ended, she could not help thinking: Why 
all this fighting and suffering for freedom 
and conscience, life futile and 
empty depicted the picture she 
had seen. Thus that Christmas day 
did the modern media communication 
bring good and bad into the life this 
young woman. And thus they will 
filling countless hours her life with 
treasure and trash. 

The holidays proved blustery and cold. 
There was ample opportunity for the 
younger brothers this young lady 
try out their new skates. Actually, how- 
ever, the weather was inclement that 
they stayed the open air for compara- 
tively short periods. The rest the day 
they spent sprawled the floor before 
the television set. They watched long west- 
ern films hard riding and loud shooting 
which countless men were killed. They 
saw exciting pictures crime and sus- 
pense; trips into space; programs which 
smart young people won fabulous prizes 
and their elders unbelievable sums 
money; cartoons sometimes amusing, but 
often silly and boring; innumerable com- 
mercials telling about the qualities ce- 
reals, the effectiveness tooth paste, the 
excellent taste cigarettes and beer, the 
virtues soaps, detergents, deodorants, 
antiperspirants, and depilatories. When the 
programs became unbearably boring, the 
youngsters turned large stack 
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comics dealing with crime and violence, 
life Mars and the Moon always with 
bit sex intermixed. Even after the 
holidays were over and the youngsters had 
returned school, remained questionable 
whether the time spent the classroom 
the hours devoted television, moving 
pictures, and the comics were having the 
more telling effect. That these modern 
media communication are having ma- 
jor influence the lives the young 
and are creating very serious problem 
for education one will doubt. 


The Aims Education 


What are the effects these media 
education and how can they used 
strengthen rather than weaken the process?. 
Each, suppose, has his her own an- 
swer these questions. Before try 
formulate ours, will well first 
review the fundamental aims education. 
begin noting that the basic purpose 
education develop, strengthen, and 
perfect the whole person and especially 
produce mental and moral excellence. The 
effect the modern media on, and their 
value to, modern education must judged 
chiefly the light the way they are 
made serve the development intel- 
lectual powers and moral character. Some 
moderns have had tendency substitute 
for moral character certain social qualities 
required for family life, neighborhood, and 
citizenship. Catholics, however, shall 
continue emphasize character the 
traditional sense that term, including 
under the moral qualities that are re- 
quired for family life, desirable social rela- 
tions, and good citizenship. All, however, 
will agree that mental development and 
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intellectual excellence constitute primary 
objective education. Let therefore 
begin outlining the requirements for the 
development man’s mental powers and 
the part played the modern media 
the attainment intellectual excellence. 


The Basic Skills 


The most basic skill medium com- 
munication upon which depend all edu- 
cation and the use all the other media 
communication obviously speech. 
and always will the basic tool for 
the transmission knowledge and the 
stimulation thought. With speech alone 
man can doubt achieve considerable 
mental development. But, were lim- 
ited speech, the probability that man 
would never have advanced far the road 
any true intellectual excellence. Possibly 
could have reached the status the 
noble savage the James Fennimore 
Cooper novels—the crafty hunter, the 
bold warrior, the trustworthy chieftain 
tribesman romantic and attractive fig- 
ure who, however, never seems have 
made his appearance real history. Even 
fiction the noble savage hardly 
example intellectual excellence. For even 
little progress toward that goal one needs 
the skills reading, writing, and numerical 
calculation. 

The skill writing supplemented later 
the art printing made possible 
the accumulation the learning, the wis- 
dom, the culture mankind, their trans- 
mission down through the centuries and 
their diffusion through the world. The skill 
reading makes these treasures available 
the individual. The combination these 
two with that arithmetical calculation 
lays the foundation the whole work 
science. All education depends upon the 
acquisition these skills. Elementary 
education therefore must judged its 
success failure develop them. 

That elementary education can and must 
much more, all will agree. That 
must give basic religious instruction and 
lay firm foundation for moral character 
particular Catholics insist. That 
should begin develop certain social 
insights and attitudes undeniable. But 
the final analysis, formal education, 
inevitable that elementary schooling 
should judged primarily its success 
developing the three traditional basic 
skills. 

When speak skills not mean 
merely the ability plod laboriously and 
haltingly through simple printed text 
arithmetic; the ability trace out with 
equal difficulty written words paper. 
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mean real facility that comes from long 
intense practice kind facility that 
comes healthy boy with reasonably 
well-formed body, who sets his mind and 
heart acquiring some particular skill 
the baseball football field, the gym- 
nasium the basketball court. Some 
minds are such poor quality that they 
seem unable acquire these skills, just 
some bodies are weak and poorly 
formed that all athletic skill beyond 
them. the former case, should recog- 
nize that such minds can derive only lim- 
ited profit from even primary academic 
training and profit all from academic 
secondary education say nothing stud- 
ies higher level. 


Good Reading Habits Essential 


the three traditional disciplines 
the elementary school and the most basic 
from the point view the student 
reading. The present universal and intense 
concern with the process reading bears 
witness the common recognition this 
fact. But mere skill reading not 
enough. Care must taken that, soon 
the skill acquired, should used 
the development good habits read- 
ing otherwise the skill likely lie 
bad reading habits. 

During the days World War II, Mr. 
Lewis, addressing group English 
soldiers who were completing their train- 
ing, said: “You are not going read 
nothing. you don’t read good books 
you will read bad afraid how- 
ever that Mr. Lewis was being little 
bit optimistic about the formation read- 
ing habits even among the young people 
England. Certainly his words are not 
applicable generally young Americans. 
The truth that there are many young 
people, even among those who have ac- 
quired certain skill reading, who 
never, hardly ever, read book. Puerile 
comics, the sport sheets the daily 
papers, the fashion pages the slick mag- 
azines, few sensational and lurid short 
stories news items—these form the 
reading fare many our own country, 
and, suspect, other countries too. 
Those who, the absence more ex- 
citing appealing activity, wile away idle 
moments with such diversion can hardly 
said have acquired habit reading. 

Mr. Lewis, however, was certainly right 
his supposition that good reading habits 
have actively cultivated. Bad read- 
ing habits, like most other 
can acquired without any particular 
effort, once the basic reading skill has been 
developed. One can simply drift into such 


habits. our own day this particularly 
true. safe say that mind 
naturally immune the sensational, the 
lurid, and morbid. Unfortunately, unless 
the mind forewarned and forearmed, 
literature this sort has strong com- 
mon appeal. Literature violence and 
sex, prominently displayed every book 
rack, magazine stall, and newsstand, greatly 
facilitates the formation bad reading 
habits. The teacher today has more 
important, difficult, and challenging task 
than the skillful guidance students 
habits good reading. 


Writing Develops Precision 
Thought 

The fruits good reading habits are 
the broad knowledge diversified fields 
which essential all well-rounded men- 
tal development and the acquirement 
full knowledge one’s 
field, which equally important. But for 
true intellectual excellence something more 
required. One the marks the edu- 
cated mind precision thought, and for 
most this quality comes with the 
practice committing our thoughts 
the written word. Some indeed may 
endowed with such powers concentration 
that they may able attain precision 
thought without the labor writing 
For most us, however, when 
take pen hand set our thought down 
paper that are led see our thought 
really is, within its proper limitations, 
its relation the whole subject are 
treating and every other subject that 
impinges upon it. For this reason the 
practice committing writing one’s 
thoughts, the fruit one’s study and re- 
flection prime importance for 
development intellectual excellence. 


And the Habit Reflection 


This brings final observation 
this subject. Good habits reading and 
the practice writing will great 
service developing the habit reflection. 
from which alone comes the final mark 
intellectual excellence depth thought. 
depth thought mean the percep- 
tion, within our ability, ultimate truth 
and the weighing every thought, every 
event, every object the light that 
truth. For the attainment this fina! 
quality intellectual excellence there 
substitute for reflection, called spir- 
itual writers meditation. 

Here then are the elements 
for intellectual excellence: the basic skills 
reading, writing, and arithmetic; good 
habits reading; the practice 
and thoughtful writing; and finally the 
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habit reflection. The effects educa- 
tion modern media communication 
must judged according the way they 
have affected this foundation and super- 
structure intellectual excellence. 


These Lead Good Character 


Important the development high 
mental qualities through education, 
equal importance the development 
that moral excellence which comes un- 
the name good character. great 
deal could and perhaps should said 
this subject. Here shall have limit 
nyself few basic observations. should 
begin saying that the foundation 
character consists moral principles. 
man good character man good 
moral principles. man bad character 
one whose principles are evil. The man 
principles. Good principles then form the 
groundwork moral character. 

Principles alone however are not enough. 
order acquire strong character 
necessary take the principles one holds 
and build upon them habits life 
strong that they form sort second 
nature. only when man has taken 
the principle truthfulness and has built 
upon habit life strong that, when 
confronted with the choice between the 
truth and lie, recoils were in- 
stinctively from the lie and embraces the 
truth, that can said have acquired 
truthful character. And the same 
with all the other principles. only 
building habits life upon the principles 
the Christian code morality that 
man develops Christian character. 


Christ, Our Ideal Character 


third important element the for- 
mation character the ideal which 
one attempts mold his character. 
the abstract our moral ideal simply 
the sum total all the principles hold 
and which endeavor guide our 
conduct. For ideal effective how- 
some person who can source 
inspiration and model for imitation. For 
Christians, Christ our supreme and 
sense our only ideal. Others can serve 
ideals only far they reflect 
divine perfection. 

should noted however that while 
moral principles form the foundation 
moral character, yet they themselves de- 
their validity and their binding force 
‘rom the great fundamental truths re- 
Furthermore, given our imperfect 
human nature, set world evil allure- 
the building strong habits 
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virtue and particularly the attainment 
the Christian ideal possible only with 
the help God’s grace. For these reasons 
then the development all character 
dependent upon firm grasp funda- 
mental religious truths, and the formation 
Christian character inseparable from 
solid religious instruction, faithful religious 
practice, and the acquirement grace. 
The attainment Christian character is, 
may say, the special excellence which 
Catholic education aims. 


Modern Media and Excellence 


Such then the intellectual and moral 
excellence which are the real purpose 
education. How has the attainment these 
purposes been affected the modern 
media communication? Let begin 
considering the basic skills primary edu- 
cation upon which all intellectual formation 
depend. should noted that its 
failure develop these skills effectively 
that modern education has met its severest 
criticism. The wide circulation achieved 
Flesch’s Why Johnny Can’t Read and the 
discussion has provoked indicate that 
there rather widespread conviction 
that modern education has failed develop 
many its students the ability read 
one has the right expect. The many 
complaints from colleges and from em- 
ployers that graduates high school can- 
not write correctly simple sentences, 
say nothing their inability compose 
readable paragraph develop short 
theme, seems point the primary 
school’s failure teach the skill writing 
deficiency which often goes uncor- 
rected during the years high school. 
Recent comparison between arithmetic tests 
used this country with those used for 
the same age groups Europe seems 
confirm the criticism that this skill too 
being neglected. other words, during 
the very time when such marvelous dis- 
coveries and developments have been oc- 
curring the field communication there 
seems have been not only noteworthy 
progress but actual retrogression the 
teaching those skills upon which all 
the modern media depend. 

are aware course that many mod- 
ern educators point the fact that 
places where examination papers from 
generation ago have been preserved, the 
results present-day tests compare favor- 
ably with them. But this not adequate 
answer the criticism. does not take 
into consideration the fact that gener- 
ation ago far greater number young 
people belonged the first generation 
sprung from impoverished and unlettered 
immigrants; does not take into consid- 


eration the huge sums money that have 
been poured into better buildings, more 
ample equipment, transportation, teacher 
training, teachers’ salaries, school adminis- 
tration and all the appurtenances edu- 
cation. The bald and basic fact that far 
too many products modern primary 
education lack the fundamental skills 
which all education and all civilized com- 
munication depend. 

one would blame this deficiency di- 
rectly the modern media communi- 
cation. Most the criticism has been 
directed the methods and philosophy 
extremists among progressive educators. 
Nor should Catholics complacent 
over the fact that the greater part recent 
criticism has been leveled against the secu- 
lar system education. Some this 
criticism, which fortunately has come from 
within our own ranks, indicates that all 
has not been well within our own system. 
The particular point that would empha- 
size that seems hardly deniable that 
the use that has been made moving 
pictures, radio and television, and the type 
programs presented through them have 
served distract the minds the young 
from the fundamental purpose primary 
education and absorb them interests 
foreign that purpose. 

What true these media relation 
the basic skills true them also 
relation the development habits 
good reading, the practice thoughtful 
writing, and the habit reflection. During 
the early part this country, past 
days World War was not unusual 
that serious minded students high school 
and college should spend many pleasant 
holiday afternoon and many hour 
leisure reading the great classics English 

far can observe few 
students are inclined that sort reading 
today. not simply that other 
cheaper, more sensational, more quickly 
and more easily digested, provided, but 
that the whole atmosphere society 
unfavorable anything that resembles 
serious reading the leisurely enjoyment 
the masterpieces literature and that 
atmosphere has been created large part 
the modern media communication. 


Modern Lack Principles 


such has been the influence these 
media the skills and habits required for 
mental excellence, still more harmful has 
been their general effect moral char- 
acter. Our era has been marked 
steady decline belief not only the 
moral principles necessary 
but also the religious truths that under- 
lie those principles and give them effect 
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law. Our age predominantly 
the age secularism and moral relativism. 
Current literature, moving pictures, radio, 
television all have reflected these domi- 
nant influences. not merely that moral 
principles are ignored they are attacked, 
undermined, overthrown, and set aside. 
The typical modern ordinarily does not 
even speak principles. When does 
careful explain that moral princi- 
ples are simply generalizations based 
the accepted mores each generation, 
determined taste, expediency, public 
opinion, majority vote. this age the 
so-called artistic element and the intellec- 
tual elite have indulged the cult 
realism cult which holds its dogma 
that whatever found human nature, 
matter how sordid, and perverted 
may be, proper material for artistic 
treatment and public presentation pro- 
vided only can made interesting. 
case point the recent showing the 
film “Baby Doll.” Even the secular press 
has proclaimed low and sordid. But 
because considered realistic and has 
been presented with great technical per- 
fection has been judged fit production 
for general presentation 
audiences, regardless the fact that 
calculated great harm the morals 
the young. Nothing could better illus- 
trate the lack moral principles those 
who control this particular medium com- 
munication. this experiment succeeds 
money-making venture, then there 
limit what may attempted. 

When principle undermined and over- 
thrown, easy foresee what will 
happen those moral habits which are 
the very substance character. realize 
how imitative human nature, particu- 
larly the young, all one has 
observe youngsters play. The gun- 
and violence featured the movies, 
comics, television, and radio are 
constantly re-enacted every city street 
and play lot. The effect programs por- 
crimes brought people 
these media has been amply demon- 
strated those who have studied the 
influences responsible for the alarming in- 
crease juvenile delinquency. long 
financial profit rather than moral princi- 
ple the norm which men are guided 
the choice material presented 
through the modern media communica- 
tion, are not likely see any reversal 
the present trend. 


Modern Media Genuine 
Education 


Yet one who reflects the subject 


can doubt that these modern media

communication can offer great aids edu- 
cation achieving its twofold objective 
intellectual and moral excellence. Less 
than two years ago article appeared 
first Jubilee and later condensed 
form the Reader’s Digest, which showed 
the possibilities one medium least 
solving real problem education. 
young Spanish-speaking priest shortly after 
his ordination was assigned sprawling 
mountainous parish the Columbian 
Andes. The whole district without roads 
and schools, cut off from practically all 
outside contacts, was steeped ignorance 
and apathy. How break through the 
barrier indifference; how awaken 
little bit interest; how lift the people 
from their ignorance and illiteracy this 
was this young priest’s problem which had 
their almost immediately 
turned what for him was old hobby 
Since boyhood constantly tink. 
ering and experimenting had made him- 
self accomplished technician. had 
crude transmitter which himself had 
constructed out parts had scraped 
together. trip Bogota secured 
three used battery receiving sets which 
placed distant parts his parish. 
set his transmitter and Radio Suste- 
nanza was born. 

Here the account what happened: 
“The very novelty hearing the voice 
the distant priest chatting familiarly 
were present, discussing little 
things that were interest his parish- 
ioners, attracted groups around the three 
sets. Soon had ten more little receiving 
stations. gave his people little talks 
the events the day, hygiene, 
farming, simple economics—and 
course religion. began broadcast 
regular classes reading, writing, and the 
elements arithmetic. the request 
his transferred his periods 
class time when the workers could 
listen more conveniently. His program 
spread from one mountain village an- 
other. His people helped him construct 
larger and much more efficient trans- 
mitting station. Today, after seven years, 
Radio Sustenanza has 25,000-watt trans- 
mitter, the strongest Columbia, carries 
morning and evening lessons from Father 
Salcedo and his assistants 16,000 peas- 
ant groups every niche the Andes; 
and for five hours more offers music, 
news, humor, and religion all the nation. 
Today Radio Sustenanza, still the hands 
its founder, financed partly the 
State, partly industry, and partly 
individual contributions. Its program and 
method are being studied the United 


Nations effective example popular 
adult education backward areas.” 

country like ours, already surfeitec 
with both radio and television, no: 
likely that the feat Father 
could reproduced. But this young pries 
offers example the kind thing 
which can done with the modern 
industry who clearly visualizes his problen 
and the means needed solve it. 


Adapting Modern Media 
the 

Great effort now finally being 
educators use effectively the modern 
media communication. Techniques 
programs audio-visual education are 
being used effort turn Junior’s 
addiction comics the purposes 
religious and moral education. Everyone 
familiar with the effective use the 
camera programs remedial reading. 
attempt being made bring the 
materials education those housebound 
illness physical defect and sup- 
plement teacher shortage through televi- 
sion. The Tennessee experiment teaching 
illiterate adults read and write through 
television programs was recently reported 
Life. More recently this 
tion carried account attempt that 
being made Hagerstown, Maryland. 
meet the problem teacher-shortage 
instruction through closed circuits. 
The article informs that televised teach- 
ing has been admitted experimentally into 
the regular curriculums least dozen 
school systems and colleges and uni- 
versities. The latest number the 
Digest (May, 1957) tells the develop- 
ment within the past four years 
television stations whose programs are de- 
voted exclusively educational subjects. 

The remarkably popular program 
professor California consisting read- 
ings from and comments the plays 
Shakespeare has shown how television can 
love good turn 
should help develop habits good 
reading. There reason why all the 
modern media should not used 
tively encourage the practice 
ful writing. they are used, theve 
reason why they should not 
supply stimulus for active reflection 
stead encouraging attitude passive 
receptivity. Although they seem have 
gotten off bad start, these media 
still prove great boon the 
lectual excellence. 

the formation moral character, 
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these media offer perhaps even greater 
opportunities effective use. The illustra- 
tion moral principles dramatic action 
skillfully and subtly presented; the foster- 
ing whole pattern conduct con- 
‘ormity with the Christian code mor- 
once inspire admiration 
ind move emulation—these are 
possibilities within the scope 
modern media. That such task pre- 
ents great difficulties evident. 
mmeasurably more difficult build 
nteresting programs guided moral prin- 
than work, without the limiting 
those principles, presenting 
naterial that will appeal the full range 
man’s curiosity, his sensual appetites, 
ind his sense the dramatic. But the 
effort well worthwhile for what 
stake the survival civilization, the 
society, and the eternal 
salvation souls. 

safe say that educator today 
free neglect the use such aids 
the modern communication 
supply, just modern society cannot 
afford not exercise such control over 
these media assure the use them 
for rather than against the purposes 
education. The teacher however should 
guard against becoming overdependent 
upon them. One bear mind that 
only the good teacher can use these media 
effectively and the truly good teacher, 
the last analysis, does not really need 
them. They are aids, and aids; 
they are not necessities. They are not 
short cuts education. They can used 
effectively only with imagination, with in- 
telligence, with skill, and with careful plan- 
ning. They supply one more tool the use 
which the end will probably take 
additional time and work. 

What the long run will make the use 
the modern media effective the de- 
votion the intelligent teacher brings his 
her task. That devotion will lead one 
master the media and realize the full 
potential that lies within them. Thus far 
can say that the media modern 
communication together with all the other 
cientific discoveries modern times have 
‘ended master time that 
nen assert their mastery over their inven- 
ions. The way start obviously 
naking the media communication serve 
purposes education. Catholic edu- 
must depend upon the devotion 
its religious teachers master these 
nedia thoroughly and use them effec- 
For the devotion its religious 
‘eachers that constitutes the main hope 
Catholic education.

our school teachers and 980 
pupils, most the classes are overcrowded.

few years our enrollment doubled. 


were fortunate enough obtain the extra 
teachers gradually over period three 
years. But even this year with the addition 
eight new classrooms, find our rooms 
overcrowded. Naturally with this great pu- 
pil increase, the teacher’s burden heavier. 
resorted the teacher-aide program 

all began with our school lunchroom 
Some the mothers seeing the Sisters 
hurrying supervise the children during 
lunch hour, asked they might relieve 
this task. The plan was suggested 
the next meeting the School Mothers 
Club. The suggestion was generally ap- 
proved and specific plan drawn up. One 
woman was made responsible for organiz- 
ing the volunteers into groups. Each group 
four women would spend forty-five min- 
utes daily the lunchroom for one week 
The plan was put into operation immedi- 
ately and found most effective. This 
was the first step relieving the teachers 
extra worries. 

Another great help that the teacher-aide 
program has rendered our school the 
remedial reading program. Like any other 
school, also have children who need 
additional time for reading order 
reach their grade level. The teachers were 
finding physical impossibility give 
the children all the help they needed. Our 
teacher aides were approached with the 
problem and many them graciously 
offered remedial work with these 
children for hour each day. Under 
the principal’s guidance these women are 
doing fine work and critical situation 
being overcome. 

Recently our teacher aides accompanied 
the School Safety Patrol 
They supervise school choir rehearsals and 
accompany teachers and pupils edu- 
cational tours and excursions. 
they lend helping hand wherever 
whenever the need prevails. 

The faculty our school truly grate 
ful for the invaluable assistance these gen 
erous ladies have granted the cause 
Catholic education the role teacher 
aides. feel .that are not speaking 
amiss when urge others adopt this 
plan one means solving the ever 
growing problem teacher shortage.

Lack understanding was listed the 
boys most frequently, being treated 
child followed next order, with resent- 
ment orders poor third the prob- 
lems which they had with their parents. 
the problems which girls had with their 
parents, being treated always child 
ranked first, with lack understanding 
and resentment orders mentioned equally 
often. 

Boys’ comments which give one in- 
sight into the workings the adolescent 
mind make interesting reading, and would 
help parents make good examen 
their conscience concerning their method 
handling their adolescent boy. 


Boys’ Comments 


“Parents give bad example 
drinking excess, quarreling, and 
not attending church services regularly.” 

little brother along dates; parents 
disagree choice dates; they sus- 
pect going elsewhere than where 
ask dates; they refuse allow 
remain out beyond midnight.”

“Gladly take personal problems 
parents, they are most understanding.” 


Girls’ Comments 


The comments the girls this matter 
problems with parents follow. Under the 
dating problems find these comments, 
most the form complaints:

the discussion personal matters with 
mother.” 

parents plan entire life; never 
consulted concerning interests 
and plans.” 

must turn into the family treasury 
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all the money from job; social 
activities are never considered.” 

“Frequently given the silent treat- 
ment when asking for permission allow- 
ance for special 

Teen-agers should given good example 
their parents; they crave understanding 
and sympathy; they are happy when 
praised and not resent being blamed 
guilty some wrong-doing; especially 
they expect willing ear when they are 
beset knotty problems. 


Problems With Brothers and 
Sisters 

Boys and girls agree that the problem 
most frequent its occurrence the 
brother-sister relationship lack con- 
sideration, followed closely failure 
the part brothers and sisters par- 
ticipate family responsibility. Favoritism 
toward younger brothers and sisters 
parents rates poor third problem evident 
this relationship. 


Boys’ Comments 

Under lack consideration comments 
such these occur from the boys’ point 
view: 

“My younger brother dislikes double- 
dating with me.” 

“My older brother bosses around 
and resent it; older sister belittles 
me, friends and projects.” 

“Since the oldest and must shoulder 
responsibility when parents are gone, 
younger brothers and sisters resent me; 
too, they resent the privileges which 
have; they make life miserable for 
when friends are the house.” 


Girls’ Comments 

From the girls, these are forthcoming: 

“There constant invasion pri- 
vacy, borrowing without asking 
clothes, jewelry, intrusions into phone 
messages with boy and girl friends. 
younger brother and sister are jealous 
the privileges which have social 
activities.” 

“The demands younger brother 
and sister are the primary consideration 
with parents.” 


Common Complaints 

Under Failure Accept Family Respon- 
sibility comments boys and girls are 
the same cut cloth, evident from 
their comments this point: 

“They (brothers and sisters) sit around 
and loaf; have the entire load chores.” 

“They simply sleep and eat; brother 
feels abused asked help with anything, 
insists being paid for every bit 
extra effort work does.” 
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“He prefers work for others con- 
tributing anything the family welfare.” 

Favoritism, though mentioned least 
the three reasons difficulty this re- 
lationship, perhaps most intense, easiest 
detect, and most resented the part 
both boys and girls. fair number 
answers this question indicate that 
problem exists; mutual helpfulness, com- 
plete sharing family burdens, “no free- 
loading” are full evidence. 

Boys’ and girls’ comments this point 
follow: 

“My youngest (oldest) sister (brother) 
are constantly favored parents; 
they are never asked any housework; 
seldom are they corrected.” 

“Already years age, the 
eighth grade, younger brother al- 
lowed dating privileges.” 

“At 14, sister allowed make-up 
and dating, had wait until 16.” 

“They get the lion’s share, while get 
the mouse’s share.” 

younger brother favored because 
squeals the rest us.” 

pay all personal expenses, while 
younger sister given all the money she 
needs.” 

have baby-sit while older sister 
and brother are privileged date.” 

parents never praise with 
mediocre talents; gifted older brothers 
are always praised the limit for their 
achievements.” 

Brothers and sisters must show mutual 
consideration one another, they must 
stomach their resentments, recognize the 
privilege privacy, shoulder their respec- 
tive responsibilities and 
household word, generously 
contribute the peace and harmony 
the family. 


Problems With Teachers 


Injustice the part teachers the 
most frequently mentioned problem 
boys with their teachers, favoritism ranks 
close second, with bare mention 
probing into personal problems. The girls, 
the other hand, first point the finger 
accusation the teachers for too much 
favoritism, list injustice second, and im- 
prudent probing into their problems 
their third problem, greater amount than 
the boys questioned. 

The forms which injustice take may 
judged from these boy-girl comments: 

“Rules are made for rules’ sake; 
personal consideration ever made for 
student feeling; principal and teachers are 
unbending; the law ‘do else’; 
their’s not reason why... 

“Teachers never give you chance 


explain your side; they never take into 
consideration individual 
dent council activities are frowned 
interference with school administration.” 

“Homework too burdensome, not 
well enough explained, too much given 
the same nights; teachers fail realize 
have home chores do.” 

“School has too much the prison-like 
atmosphere instead home-like atmos- 
phere.” 

Under favoritism read these com- 
ments from the boys and girls: 

“In co-ed school the girls are 

“The slow learner completely 
there outward evidence friendli- 
ness the part the 

“Teachers are unapproachable before 
after school hours students and/o: 
parents.” 

“Teachers are soft and weak punish- 
ing culprits who commit 
sometimes they punish all for the fault 
one, deprive privileges previously 
allowed school; they are unwilling 
admit their errors!” 

“Teachers favor the special group whose 
mothers and/or fathers are active club 
work, whose parents the faculty 
special personal favors.” 

“Teachers are inclined jump quick 
conclusions, are quick accuse falsely.” 

“Teachers fail give praise except 
the specially gifted.” 

Since Probing into Personal Problems 
was more frequently mentioned the 
girls, give their comments here: 

“Teachers try tell what out- 
side school; they probe into our private 
social affairs, our games, our social 
functions which attend other schools. 
even our dates.” 

“Teachers are too nosy about the boys 
with whom associate; whether drink. 
smoke, the time come home from 
dating, whether steady; most girls 
will resent this type curiosity.” 

“Teachers betray confidences ex- 
posing knowledge gained personal con- 
ferences the classroom.” 

Apropos this section, with all due 
respect teachers, they might well recal! 
that rules are means the end char- 
acter training, not end themselves 
Once more understanding co-operative 
contact with parents can 
stressed. Teachers should remember that 
the school’s best public relations 
teaching; likewise they should never forget 
that the personal reputation students 
sacred that the school and 
own reputation—all should equally

Today similar proclamation comes 
from the lips Pius XII: “Open the 
secrets nature for the greater glory 
God. Let science divulge the wisdom, 
providence, and power the Almighty.” 
This statement, sure, has not been 
made literally the Holy Father any 
one time place, any such dramatic 
fashion attended the opening the 
Vatican archives. Neither the present 
Pontiff the first successor Christ 
speak the relation religion and mod- 
ern science. declared Pius 
‘has fear science. Christianity does 
aot tremble before discussion, but before 
ignorance.” Leo XIII declared, “When 
said that the Church repudiates the 
modern research, the charge 
groundless and wicked calumny. She 
will always encourage and promote all 
study occupied with the investigation 
Nature.” Pius XI, Christian Education 
Youth, has spoken glowingly the 
scientific research Catholics. 


The Pope Promotes Science 


The remarkable aspect this matter 
the hands Pius XII the fact that 
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previous pope has dealt with science 
extensively and with such deep insight. 
glance almost any issue any di- 
ocesan paper will reveal account 
science somewhere between anthropology 
and zoology. For instance, diocesan papers 
recently have described the Pope’s address 
members the Council chemical 
therapy, which urged international 
pooling efforts for the defeat cancer. 
Another dispatch carries his address 
conclave 400 delegates the Seventh 
International Congress Astronautics, and 
dealt knowingly with man’s desire and 
efforts for space exploration. 
Easter message 1955 included mention 
the benefits atomic energy research. 
August 12, 1950, his papal encyclical, 
Humani Generis, discussed evolution from 
the standpoint Christian faith. Perhaps 
the scientific address which reveals most 
strikingly the vast knowledge and firm 
grasp His Holiness the content 
modern science the allocution which 
delivered the occasion the opening 
the academic year the Pontifical 
Academy Sciences November 28, 
1951. Here explores the whole cosmos, 
from the microcosm the atomic nucleus 
the macrocosm the entire universe. 
person reads this discourse embrac- 
ing such topics atomic structure, radio- 
activity and its applications determining 
the age minerals, and thermodynamic 
laws involving free energy and entropy, 
one cannot fail compare this treatment 
with that the best ad- 
vanced physics and chemistry. astron- 
omy such subjects nebulae and double 
stars are discussed with facile ease and 
intimacy which evokes the highest type 
admiration. The familiarity with which 
the Pope speaks borne out his knowl- 
edge the contributions individual 
astronomers, such Edwin Hubble Mt. 
Wilson Observatory and Unsold the 
Observatory Kiel. 


For the Glory God 
Thus far attention has been called 


aspects the Pope’s handling science 
which are different from the secular 
approach any professional scientist. But 
may anticipated that the mind 
Pius XII not limited the admiration 
science for its own sake. matter 
fact, the whole gist all his scientific 
discussions centralized the thought 
that this that scientific achievement 
simply means proclaiming the greater 
glory God. few references will suffice 
make this point clear. the allocution 
just mentioned, the Pontiff said the 
assembly scientists, “By your research, 
your unveiling the secrets nature, 
and your teaching men direct the 
forces nature towards their own welfare, 
you preach the same time, the lan- 
guage figures, formulas, and discoveries, 
the unspeakable harmony the work 
all-wise God.” the battle with can- 
cer, said, “Be sure that fighting 
one the most dangerous aspects 
physical illness you contribute the re- 
the disorder that man’s sin has introduced 
into the world.” Delegates the Sixth 
International Congress Microbiology 
1953 were hailed the Holy Father 
“collaborators God’s providence, be- 
cause your science directed towards the 
safeguarding human life.” gave his 
blessing space exploration only the 
condition that should based the 
desire know the grandeur God. 


Our Age Science 

Having considered the great importance 
attached science the Pope, now 
order examine the significance and 
value this concern. arrive suit- 
able conclusion, must take into account 
the enormous social prestige which sci- 
ence held the world large. Think 
two great scientific geniuses, Galileo 
and Einstein. The former, living during 
the period when science was its infancy 
and enjoyed prestige, was misunder- 
stood and rejected almost all his 
intellectual contemporaries. Einstein, living 
the full bloom the atomic age, though 
understood only handful scientific 
specialists, and though shy and retiring 
man, received more public attention than 
many Hollywood star with whole pub- 
licity staff. Why? Because was great 
scientist? Yes, but vague liberal 
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views religion and philosophy were 
seized upon they were from in- 
fallible oracle. All this could not have 
happened unless science was high 
general acceptance. 

far the ordinary layman con- 
cerned, just familiar with the 
prestige science the most informed 
scientist sociologist. any proof 
this needed, one may consider the com- 
mercials television. The advertising in- 
dustry well aware the magic 
such words “scientific” and 
that science (and pseudo-science) pur- 
veyed before our eyes constant stream, 
and many product, result tre- 
mendous stretches the imagination, 
called and represented the 
joyous culmination “research,” order 
boost sales. And there can 
doubt that this leaning the prestige 
science successful, otherwise this ap- 
proach would have been dropped long ago. 

interest facet the prestige mod- 
ern science its link with progressivism. 
This especially pertinent America, 
where historically progress has been asso- 
ciated with expansion. The colonists 
the eighteenth century wished expand 
their rights and did with revolution. 
Then came the expanding frontier, and 
after the end that was sight, there 
came manifest destiny and the expansion 
into foreign lands. Today are striving 
mightily keep our economy constant 
state expansion. Science, too, fits into 
the psychology expansion, for 
form intellectual expansion, and for the 
American there positively nothing 
progressive science. 


Science and Religion 


Against this background scientific 
prestige the ultimate value the Pope’s 
espousal science may assessed 
terms the effect has those outside 
the fold the Church. Prescinding from 
the spiritual implications which the Holy 
Father demands, nevertheless true that 
many non-Catholics, learning his com- 
petence and enthusiasm for science, will 
become very favorably inclined toward 
institution whose leader obviously 
scientific and progressive. simple 
fact that the rising public influence 
the Church America due small 
part this gradual, subtle, and times 
intangible effect public opinion which 
has been engendered the importance 
which the Pope attaches science. 
symbol Catholicism itself, has 
infiltrated the public consciousness 
manner which has been very advantageous. 
People have acquired sympathy toward 
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Catholic aims, and many them even 
express themselves important questions 
just would Catholic. 

Having considered the effect the 
Pope’s leadership science the general 
public, will order now investi- 
gate the reactions Catholics themselves. 
might expected that the vigorous 
espousal science the present Pontiff, 
together with the background laid his 
predecessors, would reflected large 
numbers active and influential scientists. 
However, well-known and painful 
fact that Catholic educational institutions 
are notoriously poor sources scientists, 
and result the number Catholic 
scientists, and particular the number 
outstanding Catholic scientists, extremely 
low proportion the Catholic popu- 
lation whole. Consequently the amount 
research coming from 
tutions, though high quality, very 
small. far science concerned, 
Catholics have failed miserably taking 
inspiration from the Holy Father. 
evident that any motivation which may 
have been present the minds Catholic 
college administrators, teachers 
dents has been inadequate, and that 
awareness the vast spiritual possibilities 
which are latent the attitude Pius 
XII has been practically nonexistent. 

What needed now Catholics and 
complete review and realization the spir- 
itual values which will accrue from more 
scientific activity. Some Catholic scientists 
deplore their small numbers statements 
that are purely secular. Their approach 
takes the view that there should more 
Catholic scientists our colleges and uni- 
versities that they can turn out more 
research, and thus qualify for gifts and 
grants with which carry out more re- 
search and train more scientists order 
procure still more financial aid. This 
science for the sake science, and 
there nothing wrong with this attitude. 
But Catholics are not obliged turn out 
certain quota scientists per year, 
either for the government for the in- 
dustrial economy. pertinent analogy 
found the case our Catholic 
hospitals. Catholics are not obliged 
provide certain number hospital beds 
contribution public health. Catholic hos- 
pitals accomplish wonders the area 
such services, but their motivation 
not duty the state, but rather the spiri- 
tual virtue Christian charity. Moreover, 
these hospitals provide means assuring 
that medical practice carried out accord- 
ing the natural law. Furthermore, 


well known that under the compassionate 
ministrations the nursing Sisters and 
the understanding counsel the chaplains 
there many conversion the faith 
and many spiritual rehabilitation 
fallen away Catholics. All these 
spiritual ideals are reached while 
same time the hospital donates the stat: 
its assistance public health services. 

The same attitude should pervade 
activities Catholic scientists. They 
well afford become imbued with 
zeal for science for the greater glory 
God, consciously realize that they are cap 
italizing the prestige science 
the purpose favorably orienting publi 
opinion toward the Church. these 
motives are put operation, there wil! 
upsurge the teaching and 
activities Catholic scientists, and there- 
science considered itself will 
benefited manner which not possible 
without these motives. 


Science Catholic Schools 


Thus far attention has been directed 
toward those who are already scientists. 
Their scientific output should 
and while has been true for many years 
that more Catholic scientists should 
action, there are certain movements 
progress which make the solution this 
problem vital and immediate necessity. 
rapid has been our industrial expansion 
and vast our atomic energy program 
that there tremendous nationwide 
shortage scientific man power all 
kinds. Now the national shortage scien- 
tists due many factors. Basic courses 
are not being taught many secondary 
schools. Where they are being taught there 
are too few students enrolled them. 
and often the laboratory facilities are poor. 
Worst all, there are too few adequately 
prepared teachers science. With this 
drab state affairs, wonder that 
high school pupils are not being inspired 
material progress revered, this condi- 
tion which science endangered 
tantamount national calamity. ther: 
has been launched governmental, edu 
cational, and industrial agencies grea 
campaign speeches, pamphlets, posters 
magazine and newspaper articles, confer 
ences, contests, prizes, and scholarships 
the purpose directing high school stu 
dents toward science. Things being the: 
are this country, most attention bein; 
given the public schools. not tha’ 
private schools are ignored, but that 
public schools constitute the great reser 
voir numbers potential scientists. 
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The public schools have advantages 
reaching certain goals, while, matter 
fact, the private schools are more 
favorable position with regard others. 
The denominational school sometimes has 
special advantage certain cases. 
recruitment young scientists, the 
school has the upper hand. Other 
schools are limited appealing strictly 
scientific humanitarian motives. But the 
Catholic schools have the additional spir- 
tual type inspiration which has been 
above. Furthermore, the Sis- 
ers, Brothers, and priests who are teaching 
have had long experience vocational 
for the religious life. This ex- 
can transferred toward inspir- 
ing students toward life science with 
spiritual overtones. Furthermore, need 
not thought that the scientific vocation 
would conflict with religious vocations. 
matter fact, priest-scientist today 
much more value than lay Catholic 
scientist far relations the 
Church with nonmembers are concerned. 
Outsiders are not surprised that priests 
are historians, lawyers, writers, 
losophers, for these occupations are tra- 
ditional with the clergy, going back 
history the times when only priests 
were available perform the functions 
these callings. But Catholic scientists 
whole are short supply, ob- 


Tuition and fees represent the major 
sources direct revenue from students 
and their parents Catholic high schools. 
The annual tuition charged high schools 
tends vary considerably; the number 
special fees levied the average high 
school also tends vary considerably. 
recent study inquiring about annual tui- 
tion central Catholic high schools re- 
vealed some interesting facts about tuition 
The same study inquired about 
the existence and the amount charged 
all students general fee. 

The questionnaire soliciting this data

tation our secondary schools will 
stigmatized far science education 
goes, just our colleges are today. 
not rise this challenge, five 
ten years somebody will make statistics 
out and then people will say, 
they talk lot about the value science, 
but they certainly don’t much about it.” 

Thus far have been speaking mainly 
Catholic scientists and teachers sci- 
ence. What about those who are not pro- 
fessional scientists? Are they barred from 
participating the spiritual aspects 
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during the 1955-56 school year and listed 
the Catholic Directory central Cath- 
olic high schools. Responses numbered 192, 
which 136 qualified high schools 
designated central the bishop and hav- 
ing administration and funds under dioc- 
esan multiple-parish control.

Most Schools Charge Tuition 


The data Table reveal the range 
basic tuition charges the schools re- 
ported this study. Eighteen schools (13.3 
per cent) indicated policy free tui- 
tion. This percentage varies considerably 
from the percentage free schools in- 
cluded the original study the central 
Catholic high school Monsignor Carl 
Ryan 1926. Monsignor Ryan discovered

Variations the amount the tuition 
charged appear the result several 
factors. These factors include: 
quent changes tuition charges enacted 
adjust fluctuating operational costs; 
(b) tuition adjustments probably made 
after operational deficits have been in- 
curred, such adjustments being small 
mediate deficits, but not sufficient fore- 
stall deficits for any period time; (c) the 
apparent lack adequate long-range 
nancial planning, whatever the reasons; 
(d) the lack adequate information and 
reliable statistics use guide 
reaching decisions regarding the adequacy 
tuition charges; and (e) variations 
diocesan policies regarding the amounts 
charged students their parents. 


General Fee Common 


The trend toward charging all students 
single fee cover vast number 
school activities generally acknowledged. 
The precise amount essential providing 
the services required all students ap- 
pears vary greatly among central schools. 

All the students enrolled 110 the 
central Catholic high schools this study 
are charged general fee. This number 
represents per cent all the schools 
included this report. Eleven administra- 
tors per cent) indicated that their 
school does not have any provision the 
plan financing which calls for general 
fee activity fee. Fifteen schools (11 
per cent) did not provide information 
this question. 

Table shows specific dollar amounts 
charged the general fee each student 
enrolled 103 central Catholic high 
schools. The activity fee ranged from 
two schools $40 one school. The 
average activity fee charged all 103 
schools was $11.85. The median per-pupil 
activity fee was $10. The mode was also 
$10. The factors influencing extracurricular 
costs vary considerably, and the number 
items expense covered activity 
fees vary from one school another. Re- 
search this subject public school 
education indicate similar variations. Mon- 
signor Goebel reported follows:

unpleasant task criticize, and 
doubly unpleasant criticize pro- 
man like the Reverend Johannes 
S.J., whose many achievements 
nerit much praise. has brought 
field catechetics verve and orig- 
nality method, wealth insight, and 
infectious personal enthusiasm. has 
hereby made singular contribution 
improvement catechetical instruc- 
‘ion. However, his proposed program 
for American Sisters another 
inadequate and seriously deficient for 
Sister Formation the United States that 
forthright and frank criticism cannot 
well shirked. 

The criticism will better focused 
first eliminate from the discussion sev- 
eral points agreement. 


Points Agreement 

Father Hofinger throughout his paper 
seems consider system courses based 
the seminary program the only 
alternative his own program, and this 
alternative vigorously rejects. There 
issue with regard this rejection. Since 
the professional training the priest 
distinctive educational enterprise, specific 
the purposes the priesthood, its pro- 
gram studies should not used 
model philosophy, biblical studies, 
theology for the education Sisters 
lay persons generally. quite agree 
his position here; neither course out- 
lines nor textbooks should borrowed 
the seminary. seminary-type course 
not acceptable alternative; join 
its rejection, but, shall point out, 
not believe that the alterna- 
tive. 

Moreover, Father Hofinger seems 
simply right his stress essen- 
unity presentation and under- 
standing, and insight. Courses 
waste time nonessentials, 
scholastic philosophy should find 
Sister’s general education or, 
that matter, anybody’s general edu- 
cation. is, however, the mode and man-

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ner teaching which here considered, 
not the substantial content the courses. 
Everyone knows that there are too many 
dry and ineffective courses religion and 
theology and philosophy, but this 
failure the teacher, not intrinsic de- 
termination the subject matter. Courses 
these fields can effectively and en- 
thusiastically taught even the highest 
academic and intellectual level —this 
also matter actual experience. 

With these two issues cleared out the 
way, may come the heart the 
matter. Father Hofinger lays down three 
questions the master guides drawing 
the theological course for Sisters: (1) 
“Ts that what the Sisters need for their 
well-developed, cultivated, spiritual 
(2) “or for thorough Christianization 
their secular (3) “or for their 
catechetical apostolate proper?” 


What the Sisters Need? 


The first question can answered only 
function subsidiary question. For 
the formation required for “cultivated 
spiritual depends upon the general 
cultural and intellectual formation the 
person. The understanding revelation 
sufficient and necessary for the spiritual 
life child not the same that for 
university student; not the same 
for peasant for college graduate. 
This indeed one the cogent reasons 
for Catholic college education, for other- 
wise our lay people’s understanding the 
Faith gets little beyond the high school 
level, while their whole personal culture 
moves into entirely new level. must 
decide, therefore, what level intellectual 
formation and general education our Sis- 
ters should have, before can answer 
Father Hofinger’s first question. Yet this 
consideration which never directly 
faces. one tries draw answer 
implication, one would say that 
thinking little more than high school 


education. [He writes, for example, 
there real danger that many Sisters with 
only high school background will not 
able get the full fruit such study?” 
(Italics added.) This loaded and leading 
question can, course, answered only 
assumption, then, perhaps, Father Hofing- 
er’s program adequate. But can make 
this our assumption? 

number facts and considerations 
settle for low ideal. 

Educators and educated people gen- 
erally are coming recognize more and 
more that the teacher, most certainly the 
high school (and, course, college) 
but even the elementary school, must 
not only “know more than she teaches” 
but herself well-educated person. And 
“well educated” the United States means 
least college education. Certification 
requirements reflect this; indeed, the high 
school teacher will soon expected (and 
some places now expected) 
beyond the bachelor’s degree into least 
year graduate study. 

Sisters engaged educational and pro- 
fessional work must above the average 
cultural level the society which they 
work. The history many countries dem- 
onstrates the tragic results for religious 
life and education when the cultured 
classes come look down the education 
priests and religious men and women. 
This tragedy must not allowed happen 
the United States. Now, ever increas- 
ing percentage our lay people are con- 
tinuing into and through college. Conse- 
quently, this score, must demand 
college education for Sisters engaged 
educational and professional activities. 


our American ideal liberal edu- 
cation, being the means for the most 
desirable full development the human 
personality, has any validity, must make 
this liberal education available Sisters, 
for their own personal good well as, 
making them persons exemplifying the per- 
fect integration our culture and our re- 
ligion, for the general good the country 
and the Church. 

The leaders the Sister Formation 
movement and ever increasing number 
religious superiors have, matter 
fact, adopted the ideal full liberal 
education for all Sisters engaged educa- 
tional and professional activities. 


Sisters Need Liberal Education 


facing the problems educating 
American Sisters, must then take 
essential goal the liberal education Sis- 
ters least the bachelor’s degree. Father

Hofinger’s first guiding question must then 
reworded: understanding rev- 
elation necessary (1) for the spiritual 
life Sisters who have liberal educa- 
tion; (2) for achieving the liberal educa- 
tion Sisters; (3) for the professional 
work Sisters who have liberal educa- 
tion?” 

Now the course which Father Hofinger 
proposes calculated serve the spiritual 
life those who have little more than 
high school education; summary, 
compendium, revelation without benefit 
the intellectual habits instruments 
either theology philosophy; aimed 
directly catechetics; always includes 
instruction methodology. therefore 
essentially elementary school 
course combined with the sort instruc- 
tion one expects novices receive. Such 
normal school course might have been 
satisfactory two generations ago Amer- 
ica, but cannot settle for now. For, 
when then try rethink the courses 
liberal education, the entire program shifts. 
not mean that are yet able 
define detail the practical outlines 
such program. this precisely one 
our present problems problem orig- 
inal and specific Sister Formation 
today’s United States. One thing would 
say certain: cannot give our Sisters 
less than achieved our best liberal arts 
colleges. The Sisters’ A.B.’s and 
must least good those earned 
our good institutions lay Catholics. 

great deal discussion and experi- 
mentation now going the United 
States with reference this problem. 
cannot yet say what final form the 
collegiate program religion (theology, 
Christian doctrine) will take. But this much 
least seems certain, from experience both 
Sister Formation and Catholic liberal 
education generally, that the program 
courses religion must much 
higher academic level and its 
more advanced levels, incorporate more 
scientific theology than Father Hofinger’s 
normal school course. 


College Courses Philosophy 


this point may advert Father 
Hofinger’s comments the teaching 
philosophy. must noted that dis- 
cusses philosophy only regard its 
service the “theology” courses and 
apologetics. view this limited 
perspective, then would certainly agree 
that philosophical formation not neces- 
sary for the sort course Father Hofinger 
describes. If, however, throw the ques- 


tion into the larger perspectives 
education and professional education 
and apologetics today’s United States, 
the answer changes once. Sisters must 
have thorough and sincere philosophical 
formation (not just set so-called 
philosophical “answers” “Christian an- 
swers” philosophical problems). Again 
Father Hofinger seems think that the 
only alternative his proposals some 
version the seminary course. The proper 
alternative, however, liberal arts pro- 
gram philosophy such being de- 
veloped our better colleges 
versities. The best such programs (which 
widely differ from seminary philosophy) 
should adapted Sister Formation 
adaptation which will not downgrade 
the intellectual and cultural value and will 
leave the program substantially the same. 
Moreover, far apologetics goes, 
educated person, whether lay religious, 
cannot effective American culture 
without grasp the philosophical ap- 
proach the basic problems the modern 
mind. doubt, high school normal 
school level, the existence God, the 
immortality the soul, etc., can dealt 
with lessons Christian doctrine, but 
positively harmful the advanced 
intellectual formation mind deal 
with these difficult problems. And for 
Father Hofinger’s suggestion for “short 
survey the most important philosophical 
problems and the Christian answers 
can only say that our experience 
American colleges with courses this

Integrate Religion and Secular 
Studies 


Father Hofinger’s second question seems 
education. “Secular” subjects and their 
teaching seem something over 
one side which “Christianized” 
through the religion courses. The accept- 
ance this view education probably 
explains why Father Hofinger can discuss 
the teaching religion almost complete 
isolation from the problems the general 
education Sisters. sound philosophy 
education views this problem one 
intrinsic integration with factors inte- 
gration operating from both sides. Hence 
this second question cannot answered 
either, except function the total in- 
tegrated formation Sisters. Once then 
accept for Sister Formation univer- 
sity-level training “secular” subjects,

Father Hofinger’s third guiding question 
raises the problem the relationship 
professional training 
training) and liberal education. is, 
course, possible prepare catechists with- 
out giving them liberal education. But 
are give Sisters collegiate intel- 
lectual and cultural education and have 
indicated above why think this must nec- 
essarily our aim the United States 
then professional training must planned 
fit into and grow out the central 
formation the person. Father Hofinger’s 
view here exactly the view which, 
other fields, gave rise the mistakes made 
teachers’ colleges our country. Most 
are now acutely aware the conse- 
quences these mistakes, and many ef- 
forts are being made avoid them 
future. ought not repeat these mis- 
takes the field religion and catechetics. 


Ideals Sister Formation 


short, seems that Father 
Hofinger’s program would indeed produce 
effective and enthusiastic catechists 
country backward culture, that could 
ground the spiritual life those whose 
intellectual formation remains the high 
school level, but that simply cannot 
the program religious instruction for the 
generality Sisters engaged educational 
and professional work the United States 
today. His normal school course would 
have been advance this country two 
three generations ago; today adopted 
the program for Sisters, could 
only result the downgrading Sister 
Formation. 

This not say that the ideas, the 
materials, and methods, and the courses 
contributed Father Hofinger are 
current value. the contrary, they are 
the highest value contribution 
the methodology elementary religious 
education; because both their content 
and their enthusiastic teacher, Father 
Hofinger’s courses improve both the spir- 
itual life and the teaching those who 
attend them. the total program for the 
formation Sisters, however, they are 
misplaced and, such, could have only 
effects American Catholic 
education. 

For the sake our Sisters and the 
Church, the total formation our Sisters 
must not inferior either religion and 
philosophy other intellectual fields, 
that the graduates our best liberal 
arts colleges, Catholic and non-Catholic. 
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English and Religion Allies 


Any teacher, especially experienced 
one, will admit that teacher training should 
include due emphasis habits speaking. 
Education, its very nature, requires 
communication, and the efficiency 
ordinary teacher measured, some 
degree, the quality his speaking. But 
whether has pebbly voice com- 
manding resonance, total effectiveness lies 
clearly what the teacher says. the 
same direction, the expressions used 
the teacher communicating main idea 
take their own importance bringing 
about complete efficiency. other words, 
any subject depends greatly for its interest 
upon the ability that teacher use the 
English language. 


English Aids the Teacher 

The weather vane efficiency the 
teaching Catechism, particularly high 
school, seems veer favorably toward the 
English teacher when comes the 
matter words and expressions. The 
English specialist student phrases, 
respected lover words. the mediums 
expression, the conscientious ex- 
pert that should be, means that, with 
even stronger impetus the subject 
matter Catechism, should greater 
teacher religion. The greater gift has 
with words, the greater gift has with 
ideas and religious truths. Precision 
thought requires precision language. 

shouldn’t astonishing that the 
teacher both religion and English 
constant user the tools his trade. 
Through his profession specialist 
language should possess certain spon- 
taneous eloquence, and his lessons should 
sprinkled with similes, alliteration, meta- 
phors, analogies, and other scattered islands 
word uranium. This may sound high- 
flown and impossible, but if, bridging 
the linguistic abyss between the teacher 
and the pupil, abstract ideas can made 
concrete, considerable success will have 
been attained. Where one teacher may de- 
liver message truth Western Union 
style, another may save the day 
thunderbolt flash phrase. Classroom suc- 
cess will not come from nauseating plati- 
tudes, but from verbal abundance 
which the teacher English should excel. 

The zealous teacher religion will use 
every possible means bring his message 
home; and will the first admit 
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that very often the most effec- 
tive means. The English teacher used 
the oral and written means shock 
teaching literature. acquainted with 
the milder forms shock—the shock 
that delights its brilliance; namely, the 
use irony, overstatement, understate- 
ment, the periodic sentence, personification, 
and the rest. 


Judicious Shock Treatment 


God has given the power language. 
can vulgarize idea with slang word 
uplift simple thought its highest 
possible peak with dignified phrase. 
the direction “shock treatment” there 
are many teachers other than 
who believe that, sometimes. order 
change man’s conduct, good 
better than advice. shock treatment 
recommended ordinary lessons effect 
definite end, how much more applicable 
for the catechist, whose purpose 
motivate Christian conduct! 

The discussion here, however, not 
extremes. The user gems jargon 
should not sparkle his students death. 
The word always subjugated the 
thought, for, Justice Holmes said: 
word not crystal, transparent and un- 
changing. the skin living thought 
and may vary greatly color and content 
according the circumstances and time 
which used.” The lesson religion 
makes the time and the circumstances 
different; are not speaking the per- 
son who wants glisten conversationally. 


The Background 


the realm ideas, the astute teacher 
English, the fact his specialty 
English, reader; the fact his 
specialty, comes into breathing close- 
ness with the human side things; the 
fact his specialty, has familiarity 
with the great truths life. Unlike the 
science teacher, who hamstrung 
formulae, and the language teacher, who 


manacled drillwork and translation, and 
the history teacher, who smothered 
ever increasing plethora facts, the 
good English teacher should know more 
about humanity because has broadness 
that comes with quick and constant con- 
tact with the headier truths life, 
literature. 

not too wild conclusion then, 
admit that the teacher English, through 
his experience with words, should strive 
become better English teacher, order 
become, consequence, better re- 
ligion teacher. Too often separate the 
catechetical pedagogue from the professor 
English. catechist should not the 
English teacher with patches the religion 
teacher. 


Truths Are Interrelated 

The truths found the various subjects 
school, help students turn toward the 
whole truth, which capsuled the re- 
ligion lessons. Science shows the every- 
day miracles God that miss; history 
points toward the imperishability 
Christ’s Church; the subtlety mathe- 
matics proves the existence God; and 
literature shows man’s yearning for the 
answer life. Literature, like some great 
mountain animal, peers down over the 
sweep life. assert this, there the 
student’s active side: English fosters crea- 
tiveness the imagination, yet controls 
form and structure. And then there 
the student’s reactive side: with poem 
like Gray’s Elegy English fosters contem- 
plation the awfulness death; with 
poem like the Hind and the Panther 
points the true Church; with romantic 
piece like Cotter’s Saturday Night can 
touch the integrity family life. sum, 
English can what other subjects for 
student: make him subtle, observant, 
and disciplined; for the teacher can also 
what other subjects cannot 
idly: make him possessor ideas, with 
the words express those ideas. 

Bishop Toth aptly points out, how, re- 
ligiously speaking, English part all 
us, students, and teachers all subjects: 
“Life theme which God gives 
birth worked out according our 
vocation. Some make tragedy 
others, comedy. Some 
little romance, perhaps many in- 
tricate novel. Some film, whirling tre- 
mendous speed; countless others merely 
succession dates and figures, like table 
statistics. There are some who make 
prayer.”

Preliminary Personal Data 


Information may secured per- 
sonal questionnaire. This questionnaire 
should seek make known: the boy’s 
home life, parents, hobbies, likes and dis- 
likes concerning school subjects, future 
aims, and any facet his personality that 
might influence the future personal inter- 
view. 

The home-room teacher may have each 
boy write him personal letter. should 
explain what points are covered 
the letter. Some the points may be: his 
personal opinion about his religion, school 
work the past and the future, voca- 
tion, attitude toward marriage and divorce, 
and many others. Some the questions 
from the California Test Personality 
might used this regard. These points 
will vary depending the grade level 
the boy. The personal letter gives the in- 
terviewer deeper insight into the think- 
ing the boy and his personal convic- 
tions. His attitude and conduct school 
should quite apparent the alert 
teacher. 


Time for the Interview 


The time for the interview some cases 
presents problem. This may solved 
various ways depending each case. 
Some practical solutions are: during the 
home-room teacher’s free periods; during 
half the teacher’s lunch period (this has 
been worked successfully); before after 
school. the interview take place 
during the boy’s class time will obviously 
necessary secure the permission 
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both the principal and 
whose classes will interrupted. 


Topics for Interview 

During school year possible some- 
times interview each boy many 
five times. This depends the number 
the home room and the industry and in- 
terest the home-room teacher. During 
the first interview some the following 
topics may discussed: the boy’s school 
work, difficulties particular subjects and 
remedies for these difficulties, study habits, 
after school activities, senior, 
what college, any, does plan at- 
tend, etc. the first interview mention 
personal problems and vocation should 
avoided unless brought the stu- 
dent himself. After the first interview the 
following interviews may become more 
personal and helpful the boy. Topics 
such his vocation, attitude life, and 
moral living may mentioned. However, 
great prudence should exercised the 
interviewer personal topics. After each 
interview some notes should made. 


Results Interviews 

The fruits and results such interviews 
are many and often are not apparent 
the home-room teacher. Some the effects 
that are quite noticeable are problems 
discipline the home-room class are al- 
most eliminated. longer the home- 
room teacher just distant individual be- 
fore large group. becomes personal 
friend each boy. friend completely in- 
terested the boy’s welfare both the 
practical life the world and the spiritual 
life the soul. The boy will advised 
going college and the necessary prep- 
arations. will have outlet for per- 
sonal problems that prefers not 
bring home. The interview provides 
excellent opportunity for guidance voca- 
tions the religious life. 

The success the private interview de- 
pends largely the personality the 
home-room teacher. must under- 
standing, patient, and quite approachable. 
should have knowledge guiding 
principles for boys. must most 
prudent. 

Trial the private interview alone will 
gain for many followers.

Through correlation, busy noon hours, plus 
worthwhile hours spent home, was 
amazing see all that arrived when the 
exhibit was held. 

Grades one eight participated with 
eagerness. Samples penmanship, origina! 
poems, language stories, art booklets, book- 
lets famous men history, and maps 
formed interesting section the ex- 
hibit. 

Lessons paper cutouts, woodwork. 
metalcraft, embroidery work, weaving, and 
punchwork proved very beneficial 
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carry-over for leisure hours. was 
fascinating for the children unfold 
glass stained window cutout dainty 
snowflake. remark like the following 
proves that delightful pastime even 
home, “Sister, when cousins were 
over Sunday, were paper cutting all 
afternoon.” 

The children learned how 
harmonious color schemes with crayons, 
colored chalk, and tempera. was sur-

ngel. This basic doctrine usually sup- 
with beautiful little stories. 
xample one such story that little 
immy. Every time Jimmy would enter 
save room, would silently say his 
ngel, “You first, dear Guardian Angel.” 
immy did this constantly. Then one day 
immy was ordained priest. was 
eaving the cathedral, said usual 
first, dear Guardian 
\ngel,” and voice came back, “No, you 
Father James.” 

For least the next week after this 
most children will little Jimmy. 
Then gradually they forget, and guardian 
angels slip into the forgotten nook 
subconsciousness. Every now and then 
chance holy card picture will recall 
the guardian angels, but just for moment 
two. 

Some the children will later life 
study for the priesthood. Then some day 
theology class their guardian angels will 
called forth blaze all their splen- 
dor. The beautiful doctrine angel guard- 
ianship will imbed itself the surprised 
students’ conscious minds never again 
forgotten. And after that happy day 
each student will ask himself, did 
forget about guardian angel?” 

Undoubtedly there are many reasons 
why children forget about their guardian 
angels. But perhaps the main reason due 
the way the doctrine presented the 
classroom. Not that anything heretical 
taught. Rather the wrong point view

What Are Guardian Angels? 


What then the correct approach 
teaching about guardian angels? answer 
this would best first review briefly 
the basic doctrines concerning guardian 
angels. 

Angels are pure spirits; they have 
bodies. Since they are bodiless, they have 
sense faculties, i.e., taste, touch, sight, 
etc., understand them. They have 
only two faculties: intellect and will, which 
faculties though are highly perfected.

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certainty. Angels cannot influence our 
minds directly but only indirectly. They 
can stimulate our imagination; thus caus- 
ing phantasms cross our mind’s eye. 
The angels always enjoy the Beatific Vi- 
sion even when they are guarding and 
helping us. 


What Our Angels 


The duties the guardian angels to- 
ward are fourfold: (1) offer God 
our good acts and prayers; (2) prompt 
our imagination and illumine our in- 
tellect our striving for perfection; (3) 
ward off the evil spirits, help lessen 
our temptations, safeguard our bodies 
and souls from harm, pray for our 
spiritual welfare; and (4) stay with 
from our birth, through our life, our 
judgment. 

our part owe our guardian angels 
respect, confidence, and devotion. And 
above all must realize that were 
made for the angels and not conversely 
the angels for us. However, must 
noted that when say man was created 
for the angels, not mean imply 
that angels are the raison d’étre final 
end man. The catechism answer that 
God made know Him, love Him, 
and serve Him this life and 
happy with Him the next still holds 
true. God the final end both man 
and angel. saying that man was made 
for the angels mean that God intends 
man the compatriot the angels 


heaven. Many theologians hold that 


man will fill the vacant thrones the 
fallen angels. 

The guardian angels then consider 
their future companions heaven. They 
guide and protect that may one day 
become worthy them. They are our 
traveling companions extraordinary now 
with the hope that will their heav- 
enly companions eternally. 

Due consideration this last point will 
change our outlook toward our gurdian 
angels. Instead viewing the angel-man 
relationship the light heavenly 
princes who have been somewhat degraded, 
see ourselves stumbling mortals 
greatly aided. 


Our Angels Love 


The above are the basic facts about 
guardian angels. How then can present 
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them children? Once have told the 
children the initial fact that each them 
has his own guardian angel guard and 
protect him, could use the following 
simple comparison. 

All have parents who love very 
much. From the very day were born 
our Mother and Father have been feeding, 
clothing, and sheltering us. Whenever 
get sick, they take care until get 
well. And why? They love because God 
has given them. They want 
grow healthy and strong. They have 
taught about God and have sent 
Catholic school become good, holy 
men and women.

rhyme not. 

Because poetry has express sincere 
emotion, the children understood that they 
must choose subject something very 
familiar them. The contest rules stipu- 
lated that the poems have Catholic 
theme. Together discussed the numerous 
possibilities, putting specific suggestions 
the board: Our Lady, Christ Crucified, 
Christ the Teacher, St. Joseph, God’s Gifts 
Nature, the Martyrs, etc. 

Before the pupils actually started writ- 
ing, reminded them the power com- 
parison and personification. These devices 
were not new them, they had long 
since become conscious them through 
their literature period, and through answer- 
ing roll call one day week with phrase 
picturesque speech. Now the children 
were ready think about their subject, 
their minds, and write down 
the ideas they came, not worrying about 
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The same true with our guardian 
angels. They love because God has put 
under their care, because God wants 
their companions heaven. They 
offer God all our prayers and good acts, 
help fight off temptations, and put good 
and holy thoughts into our minds that 
may grow daily closer and closer 
God. 

When hurt ourselves are sick, 
run Mother and Father for they know 
how make well. When then are 
tempted, should quickly call our guard- 
ian angels help us.

One the most outstanding features 
which was explained simple language 
and held the children with rapt attention 
was the demonstration the Aerial Truck 
commonly called the hook-and-ladder 
truck. The chief gave orders have the 
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truck driven out into the large driveway 
order allow ample space for dem- 
onstrating. The truck being long 
four passenger cars required two drivers. 
The fireman the back sits what 
called the tiller seat steer the rear 
wheels. Without this tiller man would 
difficult for the truck get around 
corners. Co-operation this man’s part 
all important. Here the children ob- 
served the necessity team work, co- 
operation, and prompt obedience. 

The aerial truck has red warning lights 
all around complete with siren and bell 
which the fireman rings the way the 
fire. This equipment and others such 
the life net and safety belts were dem- 
onstrated and the use each explained 
simple language the children. The out- 
standing feature this truck course 
the number ladder extensions and 
bed ladder. The chief ordered the ladders 
raised sixty feet and then ninety 
feet. The entire bottom the ladder rests 
platform which can turned around 
any direction. Several firemen were 
there and promptly carried out each di- 
rection given the chief; such as, raising 
the height; locking oneself means 
his leg and safety belt; changing posi- 
tion ladder and replacing men the 
ladder. When the truck was backed into 
the station once again the chief called at- 
tention the importance and necessity 
each driver. The man the tiller seat 
responsible for the back end the truck 
and gets that end first. required

Religious life in reality is not 
such a symbol, and hence the book as fiction is 
weakened essential component. the other 
hand, the actions the main character under the 
stress of the concrete situation portrayed are universal!

story. 

Hence, I would say: if you are looking for a first- 
rate story on the theme of mechanization, study 
Kafka’s The Metamorphosis; if you are looking for 
treatises, or the living models, or the lives of the 
saints. The Nun’s Story is inadequate to either de- 
mand.
